The percentage 
of substitute flours used by bakers 
Will be incceased gradually until a 20 
per ‘cent. substitution is reached on 
February 24, As substitutes the bak- 
ers may use either some cther cereal 
or flour made from potatoes or 
beans,

are two wheatless days, Monday and

Echoes from the Past 

It was on Jan 28, 1862, fifty-six years ago today, that Jam Mare 
defeated Tom King in 43 rounds at Godstone, England. This bout 
was for the English championship, then held by Mace. King was 
6 feet 2 inches in height. and towered more than four inches above 
the slender gypsy. Mace weighed only 160 pounds, and King also 
had a big advantage in reach, Moreover, Tom was clever and quick, 
but not clever enough for the shifty Mace, who outfought him at 
every move. The giant managed to punish Mace sev ely, but Jem 
returned it all wtih interest, and in the 48rd round King received a 
terrible blow on the neck that stretched him out. In a later battle 
King triumphed over Mace, but he gave up his title rather than fight 
Mace again, and Jem once more became champion, After defeating 
Heenan in 1868 King quit the ring and made a fortune as a book- 
maker,

CALGARY, Jan, 27.—There was 
probably no,one thing upon which the | 
convention of the United Farmers of 
Alberta was in more emphatic anda | 
unanimous agreement than in its de- 
termination that it was opposed to the | 
importation of Chinese coolie labor | 
into Canada, as has been suggested by | 
the government. 

So resolved were the delegates that 
their position on this matter should 
be unmistakeable that they split 
the somewhat mild resolution prepar- 
ed by Vice-president P. Baker, 
Ponoka, dealing with food production, 
which mentioned the Chinese question 
as a sort of afterthought, expunged 
that particular part, and adopted 
another resolution, full of punch and 
pep, from the floor of the house. 


The Original Resolution 


The resolution, as originally submit- | 


ted, was as follows: 

“In view of the need of the greatest 
food production, therefore, be it re- 
solved that we ask the. Provincial and 
Dominion governments to organize the 
labor power of the country for the 
more efficient help of farmers;, and, 
further, that we view with ularm the 
suggestion that oriental labor be intro- 
duced into Canada, and respectfully 
insist that if it is absolutely necessary 
that such labor be brought in, it 
should be under military supervision, 
should remain and finally be deported 
under military supervision, and should 
be paid for at the current Canadian 
rates for similar work.”

barber shops. 

“If the government honestly carries 
out its intentions, and they will if the 
people demand it, there will be no dif- 
ficulty,” said another, “and I think we 
can get along very well without the 
Chinks.” Other speakers referred to 
the experience of South Africa and 
California. In the latter case the state 
would give everything it owned to be 
vid of the yellow men.

Investigation on Saturday Re- 
vealed Bigger Loss Than 
Was First Expected 


That the fire and water loss in the 
Sandison biock, Jasper avenue, par- 
tially destroyed by fire on Friday 
evening is much more serious than at 
first estimated was revealed by inves- 
tigation Saturday morning. The great- 
er part of the building interior, es- 
pecially the eastern half, is totally 


| destroyed and will have to be entirely 


rebuilt. The flooring in many places 
is burnt out and the walls are com- 
pletely charred.

Furlough One Of Four 
From Princess Pats

MAJOR HUGH NIVEN,* a_ former 
well-known resident in Edmonton 
and one of the four remaining of- 
ficers of the original Princess Pats. 
Major Niven enlisted in the P.P.C. 
L.I. as a private. He won fame in 
the brilliant fighting in the terrible 
days from May 4th to May 8th, 1915, 
when this noted regiment was al- 
most wiped out.

Former Principal of Alberta Col-| 
lege Addresses Students at 
University Service 


Rev. Dr. Riddell, principal of Mant- 
toba college, preached at the Univer- 
sity service on Sunday morning. His 
long residence in Edmonton as prin- 
cipal of Alberta college, made his visit 
to the University an occasion of spe- 
cial interest, and he was warmly greet- 
ed by scores of old friends, among 
whom were many of his old students, 
and associates in his college work. His 
sermon was specially directed to the 
students and was an intimate appeal 
to them to hold fast to the things In 
life which are of superlative {mport- 
ance, Dr, Riddell’'s lifelong association 
with school and college work has nec- 
essarily given him an insight into the 
spiritual and intellectual needs of the 
student and out of his deep sympathy 
with, and perfect understanding of, 
them he spoke with a warmth and 
eloquence quite his own, 

The speaker chose as a text a pas- 
sage from 1 Kings, 20th chapter and 
40th verse: “And as thy servant was 
busy here and there he was gone, and 


the king of Israel said unto him, so 
shall thy judgment be; thyself hast 
decided it.” 

After a brief review of the cir- 


cumstances under which the words so 
recorded were spoken, the speaker 
stated that 1. seemed to him that with 
the student engaged in academic pur- 
suits more than with any other class 
of persons, there was a tendency to 
let slip their hold on the more vital 
concerns of life, while they were “‘busy 
here and there’ with those other 
things, splendid as they were in them- 
selves, but which were of secondary 
importance when compared with the 
deepest concerns of the imperishable 
soul. He asked the young men and 
women present to turn their thought 
in upon their own hearts and answer 
for themselves the question, whether 
the’most precious things of life were| 
being permitted to slip out of their 
hands, while their attention was turn- 
ed away. 

The speaker mentioned prayer as 
one of the important functions of life, 
in danger of neglect by young people 
who had for the first time broken 
away from the influences of the home. 
The significance did not attach to the 
mere saying of prayers which might 
be nothing more than’the repetition of 
words, but resided in the fact that 
by the act, prayer, men and women 


spiritual power behind the untverse. 
“Prayer,” said he, “is nerve tonic of 
the soul,” which he begged his hear-

No Instructions Sent Local 
Mills---Impossible to Begin 


Grinding ‘ 


Standard’ Monday 


Official Order Says All Mills Will Be Working On New 
Flour After January 28th—If Mandate is Enforced in 


Edmonton All Mills Must 


Close Until Instructions Are 


Obtained—No Bags on Hand to Stock New War Flour. 


Although word has come over 
the wire that 
western representative of the food 
controller’s office, has announced 
that ‘‘all mills will be grinding 
standard flour on Monday, Jan. 
28th,’? and that ‘‘no white flour 
will be ground on or after that 
date,’’ the local millers cannot see | 
how this is going to be enforced, 
instructions have as yet 
come through as to the grade of 
flour, In fact, they have no offi- 


come into effect on Monday, 


Some time ago city milling concerns 
received instructions that the making 
of the standard flour would be en- 
forced after a certain date and that 
they would be notified of that date 
later. So far no such notification has 
come to hand and, moreover, no in- 
structions as to the quality have been 
received, So it will be a matter of 
shutting down the Edmonton mills on 
Monday if they receive orders in the 
meantime that only Standard flour 
may be ground, 

No Standard Bags, 

No bags are on hand for the new 
grade of flour and it would not be pos- 
sible to use the bags on hand for the 
grade of standard flour, 

If, as is supposed, the other western 
mills have received no notification 
ejther, it is going to take some time 
to get bags. The principal bag manu- 
facturers are in Winnipeg and with 
a lot of orders pouring in and with 


new stamps to be prepared it would 
be impossible to get supplied for a 
couple of weeks. Local millers ex- 
pected to have a month's notice so 


they could be prepared for the change. 

Many people have been curious to 
know if the miller’s name would be 
on the bag, as otherwise unscrupulous 
millers might take advantage of the 
levelling of the grade and use poor 
wheat. The local millers state, how-|

McGregor's Order, 

Winnipeg, Jan. J. D. Me- 
Gregor, western representative of 
the food controller's office, issued 
the following official announce- 
ment Friday night: 

“All mills will be grinding 
standard flour on Monday, Jan- 
uary 28. No white flour will be 
ground on or after that date.” 

New Flour Explained. 

In connection with the government 
regulation flour the Lake of tho 
Woods Milling Company, Ltd., has Is- 
sued a circular to its patrons explatn- 
ing that the new flour is not to be 
Graham or even so-called whole- 
wheat flour and is not flour mixed 
with bran or shorts, It is simply pure 
flour as taken from the wheat berry 
purified and sifted exactly as in the 
past but instead of being in several 
grades will be blended together and 
only one brand will be on the market. 

This flour will not have quite the 
white color of the higher grades, but 
for all practical uses will give identi- 
cal results in baking, except that the 
color will be more creamy. Flavor, 
texture, general appearance and nu- 
tritive value will not be impaired in 
any way. 

The government requires that the 
mills make not less than 74 per cent. 
flour from wheat, that is, 74 pounds of 
flour is to be made from 100 pounds 
of wheat. This is slightly more than 
most mills are already extracting, and 
the principal aim of the regulation is 
to standardize the quality of flour used 
all over Canada,

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POPLAR PULP 
FROM LESSER 
SLAVE FORESTS 


Paper Manufacturer States Tim- | 
ber Can Be Turned to Valu- 
able Commercial Account

The forests of magnificent white) 
poplar which surround Lesser Slave 
lake have been the cause of wonder 
to many travelers as to now the wood! 
could be made use of. The white pop-! 
lar of the north country is very much 
superior to tie pope Of Lue soueil) 
and east. Here the tree grows only} 
on good so.l; the trunk is tall and 
strairht with few or no branches foi 
many feet from the ground, on ac- 
count of the trees growing so closely) 
together. ‘The fate of the poplar is 
to be destroyed by fire, The first fire 
kills the trees A second fire half 
burns them, at least. and creates a 
slash. A third turns the slash into 
prairie. The roots soon rot out—and 
the land is ready for the plow. A

Plain that there is only one fate in 
store for these hundreds of square

Wood «8 concerned, Ail lie ie regu- 
lations in the world cannot give ade- 
quate protection in a dry season in 
the face of an ingreasing rush of 
seitlers. 

The question of what use can be 
made of the popiar is very pressing 
and will become increasingly so as the 
flow of settlement increases. 

A large propo..ion of it is not of 
sufficient diameter to be sawn tnto 
lumber, But what is large enough to 
saw can be made into lumber fu 
» s of various kinds—fish boxes, fi 
instance—and for inside work of 
houses, The wood is beautifully 
white, is easily worked, and becomes 
quite hard when properly seasoned, 
taking a good fin'sh It is laole to 
warp when exposed to the changes | 
of the weather durin ‘ 
Seasoning; this can be avoided, how- 
ever, by a proper system of piling. 
The prejudice against poplar, and the 
abundance of spruce, has prevente 
the use of poplar lumber in any large 
measure. But some effort should be 
made to turn it to account before fire 
destroys it, as it certainly will. For 
ceiling, wainscoting, the under lay of 
double flooring, or box-mak‘ing, pop- 
a lumber should be as good as the 

est, 

The large proportion of the poplar 
that is of too small diameter for lum- 
berr is of just the right size for pulp 
making. The difficulty in regard to 
poplar pulp for paper making ts that 
it is not suitable for news print when 
used alone, Some could be used mix- 
ed in certain proportion with spruce, 
but its principal use would be for 
wrapping papers and for beaver 
board, The local demand for these 
purposes should be sufficient to war- 
rant the establishment of at least one 
mill, Once such a mill were estab- 
lished further experiments which are 
impossible now could be made to ad- 
vantage. There is plenty of water In 
the Swan, Driftpile and other streams 
which flow out of House mountain and 
the Swan hills into Slave lake tu pro- 
vide a good pulp-mill site. 

William Adams, of Faust Siding, 
who was engaged for fifteen years in 
connection with paper mills in Wis- 
consin and New York states, was 80 
impressed with the possibilities in re- 
gara4 to poplar pulp that he has re- 
cently carried on some local demon- 
strations on a small scale, He is satis- 
fied that the poplar now merely await- 
ing destruction by fire can be turned 
tc valuable account as paper up to the 
limit of the local demand, 

The country owns the poplar tim-| 
ber; the country loses it if it is burned. 
Tf it is turned to account, the country 
derives a revenue from it both direct 
and indirect. Would it not be well 
worth the country’s while to invest a 
reasonable bonus in assistance to an 
experimental enterprise that would 
demonstrate the possibilities of pulp 
and paper manufacture from the! 
white poplar of Slave lake that today 
stands in the way of settlement, and 
will ultimately be destroyed because 
it does stand in the way? If it could! 
be turned to account as pulp wood its 
presence would be an inducement to! 
settlement instead of a hindrance, as| 
at present. |

IF HEAD ACHES AN 


ANNIVERSARY OF 
ST. PAUL’S CHURCH 


Rev. Bruce Thornton, Winnipeg, 
Special Preacher—3 Great 
Fundamentals of Life 


Rev. Bruce Thornton, pastor of St. 
Paul's church in Winnipeg, was the 
special preacher at both services in 
Westminster Presbyterian church yes- 


|terday, on the occasion of the anni- 


versary. In the evening, Mr. Thorn- 
ton took for his subject, “Building the 
bridge and repairing the walls.” In 
the morning his text was from Tes- 
calonians 5, 22: ‘‘Test all things, prove 
all things, hold fast that which is 
good.” 

From this the speaker adjudged that 
it was not wrong for people to inquire 
into and criticize religion. The text 
really required them to do so, and then 
having found, to hold fast to that 
which was good. In this day and age, 
people had gone in search of things 
fundamental, people were anxious to 
get down to the reality. It was a day 
when everything was placed in the 
smelting pot and analysed. Even the 


state, which had always been con- 
sidered one of the elementals, was 
being considered, and people were 


seriously asking if the state and gov- 
ernments were necessary and funda- 
mental, or might the people not do 
quite well without them. 

We were living in a critical age, 
said the speaker, so he was not sur- 
prised that the Bible was being criti- 
cally scrutinized. He was not sur- 
prised that the sacraments were being 
questioned. People were quite with- 
in their rights when they asked what 
was fundamental in christianity. They 
were challenging the church to show 
what were the essentials of religion. 
Every age had added something to 


that church, some of this was good, | 


some bad and some indifferent, and 
the present age was challenging the 
church to show what of it all was 
real, which was necessary. 

In trying to meet this demand, Mr. 
Thornton said he would talk of the 
three great fundamentals of life. In 
the first place, what was the funda- 
mental need? Many thought that at 
the present time one of the great needs 
was force, coercion, etc, but these 
were not fundamental needs. Some 
thought liberty, but after a trial of 
a hundred years of freedom the United 
States had proved that liberty itself 
could solve nothing, and _ after 
years of freedom, the American slaves 
had proved that liberty alone had not 
solved the question. Some _ others 
thought that ignorance was the root of 
all evils, and the great need was edu- 
cation, but here Germany herself, one 
of the most advanced nations of the 
world, had shown this to be a false’ 
estimate. Another idea was that 
Socialism was the solution for the 
the modern times. This, he consider- 
ed a great movement, but it was not 
the fundamental need after cll. You 
could not make a man good by put- 
ting him in a good environment, it 
was not suffleiently fundamental, the 
real need was further back, it was a 
new manhood and a new womanhood; 
if we stopped short of regenration we 
failed in our purpose. That was the 


fundamental need and the funda- 
mental problem was sin. This was the 
problem in the church, it was not 


money, there was plenty of money; sin 
alone was keeping the grace of God 
away from us and formed a problem, 
the remedy of which was in our hands. 

Then the fundamental remedy, the 
fundamental solution, was Jesus 
Christ, and He was just as strong, just 
4s powerful as ever. This was the 
remedy for the fundamental need, 
new manhood, and for the fundamen- 
tal problem, sin, 


NEW ARRANGEMENTS 
TO LET NEXT-OF-KIN 
HAVE FIRST WORD 


Ottawa Department Issues State- 
ment Calling on Officials to 
Assist in Plan 


Ottawa, Jan. 26—-The department 
of militia and defense has issued a 


memorandum, the object of which is 
to “acquaint the relatives and friends 
of soldiers serving in the Canadian 
forces with the policies which 
been adopted with respect to promo- 
tions, transfers, furloughs and kin- 
dred matters,” and also 
those interested where to direct in- 
quiries about any of these matters.” 

The hope is expressed in one of the 
opening paragraphs of the menoran- 
dums that members of the senate and 
house of commons, persons 
official positions, clergy and others, 
having occasion to correspond on 
these subjects, will refrain from mak- 
ing requests which are at variance 
with the policies laid down, except in 
cases of extreme urgency. They are 


the proper channels. 

Dealing with requests for leave of 
absence, furloughs, transfers, ete., the 
memorandum states that such requests 
should be made by the soldier himself 
and not by other interested parties. In 
some cases, it is stated, requests made 
by persons other than the soldier have 
been repudiated by him and consider- 
able embarrassment caused to the de- 
partment. “Except in very special 
cases,” says the memorandum, 
commendations or requests will not be 
forwarded from military headquarters 
to the overseas euthorities,” 

The memorandum says that “every 
opportunity is given to deserving men 
Serving overseas to qualify for com- 
missions, both in England and at the 
front, and the only way an applica- 
tion can be considered ig when it is 
made by the soldier himself to his 
commanding officer.” Cadet schools 
have been established in England, and 
a number of N.C.O.'s and men 
recalled from France each month in 
order to qualify for commissions. Re- 
quests by friends or relatives for the 
return of oflicers employed actively in 
England or France are not likely to be 
effective, says the memorandum, and 
may easily prejudice the position of 
the officer concerned overseas. Sur- 
plus senior officers are returned to 
Canada from time to time as rapidly 
as arrangements can be made,

MILITARY MEN 
ON PERMANENT 
STAFF LOSE PAY 


Men who are engaged in the per- 
manent military service in Edmonton, 
ag in all other parts of the west, will 
be affected by the cancellation of the 
special western rates of allowances. 
Announcement that this cancellation 
would take place on April ist has just 
been received from headquarters. The 
new rules provide that the special al- 
lowances will not be paid in the case 
of any officer, noncommissioned of- 
ficer or men transferred or appointed 
in the west on or after November Ist 
last. On the date last mentioned in- 
creases in ration and field allowances 
went into effect for all of Canada, 

The cancellation of the special lodr- 
ing allowance for the west, taken 
with recent increases for all of Can- 
ada, works out strangely to the dis 
advantage of married men in per- 
manent corps, and a very large per 
centage of the permanent force are 
married. In the case of a married 
private under the recent adjustment: 
and cancellations he actually loses 
$8855 per year. He will receive less 
pay than he recetved before the out 
break of the war. On the other hand 
a single man will receive $91.25 per 
year more than under the old rates of 
pay and allowances All ranks are 
affected in proportion.

United States Urged to Help 
Fund For Relief of the 
Victims

have suffered that affliction among 
Canadian soldiers since the war be- 
gan. Edward M. Vancleve, managing 
director of the national commiite? 
for the prevention of blindness, has 
reported to this effect after a pe:- 
sonal survey of conditions. Recog- 
nizing that the number of blindel 
victims is greater than from any si)n- 
ilar disaster in history, the commit- 
tee has decided to start a campaign 
for relief funds and to ask for support 
in all parts of the United States, The 
money will be turned over to th? 
Halifax blind relief committee to bs 
used to prevent further loss of sigh! 
by the sufferers and to care for anol 
re-educate the blinded. A clinic has 
been started under the direction vi 
Sir Frederick Fraser, the blind super- 
intendent of the Halifax schoo} for the 
blind, which he founded 42 years ag» 

One of the most distinguished ocu- 
lists of Canada will be in_ actual 
charge, assisted by Miss Lotta 8. Rand, 
of the Massachusetts state commis- 
sion for the blind, There will be fol- 
low-up treatment by trained ourses 
of the Victorian Order. A special ef- 
fort will be made to find all ths yvic- 
tims among the widely-dispersed sur- 
vivors of the disaster, 

“A large proportion of the blinded 
survivors,” Mr, Van Cleve said, “are 
women between 20 and 40, who were 
overtaken at their morning houzeholt 
tasks.
